Keeney stressed that he was talking only 


about editorial views. 


"We are not discussing news content," 


he cautioned. "The presentation of news is 
a factual matter with no room for personal 
views. Only on the editorial page may the 
paper or the reader discuss or interject 
personal points of view." 


Please discuss the Texas laws con- 


cerning wills and inheritance. If a husband 
or wife dies without a will, what part of the 
estate goes to the living spouse and what 
part to the children? Is a hand written will 
legal in Texas? Is it ever honored? 


Unless you anticipate dying as a pauper, 


the will is an extremely 
important 


document that you should draw up only 
with the help of an attorney, because of the 
intricacies involved and the variables 
which may affect the will after your death. 
The will is your last chance to direct your 
personal and business interests, and if you 
don't have one then the state directs the 
disbursement of your assets according to 
law. 


For your information, Texas is one of 23 


states which honors holographic (hand- 
written) wills. Texas is also a "community 
property" state, which means that all 
property except property owned by either 
the husband or the wife before the 
marriage (or acquired by gift, devise, or 
descent,) becomes community property in 
the eyes of the law upon your death. 


In Texas, when either you or your 


husband dies without a will, all the com- 
munity property goes to the surviving 
spouse, if there is no surviving child. If 
there is a child, or children, or grandchild, 
or grandchildren, the survivor takes one- 
half and the children (and-or grand- 
children) inherit the other half. 


A hand-written will will be honored if it 


meets all the legal requirements of a will, 
and there are several including impartial 
witnesses, execution instruction, and the 
proper place and manner to sign. It is for 
this which you need an attorney, because 
an improperly drawn will stands the 
chance of being held invalid. 


I went to the post office, and they were

Jack Frost finally breezed into the Golden Circle Friday af- 


ternoon, bringing more than three inches of snow through the 
night and dropping temperatures to the lower 30's.

Navarro County is on a 


collision course with its money 
according to County Judge Rob 
Dunn, and he feels the county is 
"fixing to run out of money in 
the next year and a half." 


Dunn made the statement 


Tuesday at a budget session of 
the Commifsioners Court on the 
1977 county budget. 


Dunn's statement was made 


during a discussion of a possible 
$375,000 deficit in the officers 
salary fund for next year. The 
fund is currently budgeted for 
$620,000 in expenditures with 
only $246,000 in revenue being 
generated for the area.

salary fund comes from the 
County and District Clerk's 
offices, the Justice. Courts, the 
Tax Assessor-Collector's office 
and the Countv Court.

He also 
mentioned the lateral road fund 
and the special road fund as 
new areas now included in the 
county budget. 


SMITH TOLD the court that 


expenditures in the precincts 
had risen from $470,000 in 1975 
to about $645,000-in 1976. "That's 
an increase of $175,000 he said. 


Commissioner R. J. Hen- 


derson said, "All it amounts to 
is that inflation has overtaken 
us." 


A lot of the increase, Smith 


said, came from the fact that in 
1976 the county had to replace 
"quite a bit" of equipment, 
whereas in 1975 almost no 
equipment was bought. 


missionerBill McCurdy asked if 
there was anything in the law 
that prevented a commissioner 
from serving as the director. 
Wynn said no, that former 
commissioner Roosevelt Pease 
had served as director for many 
years. 


McCurdy 
then 
nominated 


Chapman for the job. Chapman 
said he would accept the 
position if it was stipulated that 
he would receive no salary.

sure the city would, too," Wynn 
said. 


Wynn added that the com- 


mission's first request of the 
new director was for him to 
appoint a secretary.

Dunn suggested the money be 


divided up as it had been last 
year. Last year 60 per cent of 
the money was given to the 
general fund and the officers 
salary fund with 40 per cent 
being divided equally among 
the four precincts in the road 
and bridge funds.

Bell said that at present a 


county sales tax is not allowed 
by state law. He added however 
that there are quite a few 
counties in the state considering 
such a tax and that there is a 
good chance the proposal will be

before

January. 


The commissioner said he felt 


the people are "taxed to death" 
already, and that he was "flat 
against" any increase in taxes.

"I THINK we're overlooking 


a lot of things," he said in 
reference to the county personal 
property tax. Bell mentioned 
new houses being built that 
were not financed with loans 
from within the county that the 
county was unaware of.

either. 


The possible need for new 


taxes became 
apparent 
at 


Tuesday's commissioners court 
meeting. County Auditor Bill 
Smith told the court at that 
meeting

surplus funds would be com- 


pletely used up within two 
years. 


Commissioner

derson told the court Tuesday 
that he felt there are areas that 
could be taxed that were not 
being taxed now. Henderson

learn exactly what financial 
shape the district is in when 
they received the annual audit 
report during a regular meeting 
Monday night. 


Hudson Anderson, of 
the 


accounting firm Wilcox, Pat- 
tillo, Brown, & Hill, will be on 
hand to answer questions from 
board members concerning the 
audit. That 
audit 
includes 


reports 
on 
routine 
school 


financial status and an ac- 
counting of the district's con- 
tingency fund. 


The board will also hear a 


report on the Title I and 
E.S.A.A.programs. The Dept of 
Health, Education, & Welfare 
recently made an on-site in- 
spection of the programs and 
the district has received a 


favorable report governemnt 
prior to the opening of school 
this 
fall, 
until 
some 


discrepancies 
in 
testing 


procedures could be corrected. 
The requested action was taken 
by the district, and those funds 
were relaesed earlier this fall. 


Other agenda items include 


discussion of a child abuse 
policy, appointment of a text- 
book committee, adoption of 
three supplimental texts, a 
discussion of the rental fees 
charged 
for use 
of school 


facilities, and discussion of the 
district's drug and 
alcohol 


abuse policies. 


Personnel 
items 
on 
the 


agenda include the expulsion of 
a Drane Middle school student, 
three teacher resignations, and 
the employment of one teacher. 


Schools end 
fiscal year 
in the black 


Corsicana 
school 
trustees 


were told during a • board 
meeting last night that the 
district is in sound financial 
shape, with some $217,000 in 
cash assets above 1975-76 ex- 
penditures. 


That fund balance, according 


to accountant Hudson Anderson 
of Wilcox, Patillo, Brown & Hill, 
constitutes what is some times 
referred to as the contingency 
or surplus fund. 


On 
Anderson's 
recom- 


mendation, the 
board 
con- 


solidated two funds into that 
fund to bring the balance up to 
the $217,000 mark. Consolidated 
were about $25,000 in 
the 


Construction Fund and another 
$6,000 
in 
the 
Audititorium 


Rental Fund. Anderson said 
that the two additional funds 
were not needed, since neither 
has seen much activity in recent 
years. 


THE AUG. 31,1976 balance of 


the general fund was $359,000, 
plus the $31,000 from the other 
two funds. Liabilities and en- 
cumberances claimed $173,000 
of that fund, leaving the $217,000 
balance. 


That is some $22,000 less than 


the surplus last 
year, but 


trustees have authorized some 
$177,000 in expenditures not 


included in last year's budget. 


The 
fund 
originated with 


Emergency 
School Aid Act 


payments from the state of 
Texas to the local district. 
These payments were a part of 
the change in school financing 
brought about by House Bill 
1126. 


Anderson also had other 


suggestions concerning changes 
in bookkeeping procedures. He 
noted that the district needs a 
formal "bond register" system 
to keep track of bond payments 
and related bond activities. 
Such a system, he said, would 
cost the district money to im- 
plement and take about two 
years to fully integrate into the 
current accounting system. 


ALSO, THE DISTRICT must 


by law maintain a record of its 
general fixed assets, and that is 
being instigated now for in- 
clusion in next year's audit 
report. That became a state 
requirement on Aug. 31, 1976. 


The report shows that the 


district collected 93.8 per cent of 
taxes levied last year. When 
combined 
with 
delinquent 


accounts collected, however, 
that boosts the district's per- 
centage of collection to 98.7 per 
cent.

The tests 
would be for patrolmen and 
firemen. 


Chief Womack asked 
the 


commission 
to rule on the 


service 
requirements 
for 


station commander. Womack 
told the commission that Civil 
Service law required at least 
four years service in one fire 
department 
before 
an 
in- 


dividual was eligible to be 
promoted to the rank of captain. 


Womack explained that in 


most fire departments the rank 
of captain is considered first 
line supervision and that in 


Corsicana the rank of station 
commander is equivilant to 
that. 


Currently the fire department 


has a vacancy in that position. 
Womack said he believed the 
service requirement should be 
four years because the station 
commander is the first level of 
command on the scene of any 
emergency and is in charge of 
the entire department while he 
is on duty.

the city only sells the water to 
the rural corporations and that 
it is up to these companies to set 
their own meters for individual 
use. 


BALLENGER SAID that the 


45 cents per thousand gallon 
charge is just above the city's 
cost for treating and delivering 
the water. 


Ballenger said Wednesday 


morning that, although he's not 
involved with the rural com- 
panies in their rate setting, 
individual customers 
of the 


rural systems pay "two to three 
times" as much as Corsicanans 


do for the same amount of 
water. 


As an example, Ballenger 


said the minimum monthly rate 
for 
the 
Mildred-Eureka- 


Navarro water system is $10 
monthly, comapred to the $2.60 
a month minimum charge in 
Corsicana. 


The commission also ap- 


proved the reworking of the 
routing sequence for the traffic 
signal at 7th and 24th. 


The work will provide for 


protected left turns for east and 
west bound traffic and will also 
entail the 
removal 
of the 


traffic 
island 
at 
that 
in- 


tersection. 


BALLENGER SAID that the 


work will bring the city into 
compliance 
with 
federal 


guidelines and that he an- 
ticipates a similar 
program 


with the state on the in- 
tersection at 24th and 2nd. 


The city approved an alley 


closing and a street closing in 
connection with the develop- 
ment of the K-Mart property on 
N. 13th and authorized city 
forces to continue discussion 
with C. and W. Manhattan 
relative to a land trade between 
the city and the development of 
the K-Mart. 


Closed by the commission are 


an unopened alley between 13th 
and 14th Streets and 14th St. 
north to Post Oak Creek after a 
access to other property owners 
has been provided by that 
street. 


C. and W. Manhattan has 


proposed, according to Ware, to 
give 3.1 acres in the Post Oak 
Creek flood plain to the City in 
exchange for the .45 acre city 
share of the portion of N. 14th 
being closed. 


WITH THE STREET closed, 


the property reverts to property 
owners along it, those owners 
being C. and W. Manhattan and 
the city of Corsicana, which has 
cemetery property adjoining 
that street. 


The commission 
also ap- 


proved two zoning changes and 
three applications for replats.. 


C. W. Morris gained approval 


of a zoning change to two-family 
residential for a portion of the 
newly opened Northwood Blvd. 
The land had formerly been 
zoned residentiaI-2, a single 
family designation.

from nine to 12 lots. He is 
planning to build duplexes on 
the lots.

Corsicana schools will now 


have separate policies to handle 
drug 
and alcohol 
offenses, 


following the regular meeting of 
school trustees Monday night. 


School Supt. Mark Culwell 


told the board that current 
policy on both offenses is now 
contained in one section of the 
policy manual, but that drug 
offenses were generally con- 
sidered to be more serious than 
alcohol offenses. 


Culwell told the board that the 


item was placed on the agenda 
to be sure that the board agreed 
with that premise before the 
policies were actually changed. 


THE DISTRICT normally has 


only one drug offense a year, 
Culwell noted, but past practice 
has seen these offenses handled 
more strictly than the more 
frequent alcohol offenses. 


The board, after hearing the 


presentation, instructed Culwell 
and School Atty. Glenn Sodd to 
draw up new policies separating 
the two offenses. 


In 
an 
unrelated 
action, 


trustees expelled 
a 
Drane 


Middle school student after 
repeated attempts to contact 
the boy's parents failed. 


Culwell told the board that he 


had attempted by mail and by 
telephone to contact the parents 
of the student, but that they had 
not returned his calls or an- 
swered his letters. 


CALLING IT A "tragic and 


sad situation," Culwell said he 
had no choice but to recommend 
expulsion of the boy for the 
remainder of the year. 


That, on a unanimous vote, 


was done by the board. 


In other action, the board 


appointed a textbook committee 
to recommend texts in several 
areas. If approved by the board, 
those titles would be adopted for 
use by Corsicana schools for the 
next five years. Areas in which 
texts are to be selected include 
elementary 
spelling, 
jour- 


nalism, world history, French, 
cosmetology, business, science, 
and math. 


In addition, trustees also 


adopted 
three 
supplemental 


texts for the high school in 
sociology, psychology, and Art 
III. 


SOME ADJUSTMENTS in the 


rental rates for use of school 
facilities was also made to 
account for increased custodial 
and utility costs, but no fees 
concerning high school facilities 
were raised. Business Mgr. 
Euin Frank said the new fees 
were still reasonable and that 
there has been no complaint 
about the fees charged by 
anyone renting the facilities. 


The board also adopted a 


child abuse policy, formally 


committing district personnel 
to reporting suspected cases of 
child abuse. Texas law since 
1974 has made it a misdemeanor 
offense for any citizen not to 
report suspected abuse cases, 
the board was told, and the new 
policy serves 
primarily to 


officially 
notify 
all district 


personnel of that fact. 


A brief report on Title I and 


E.S.A.A. programs was given 
by Culwell, who noted that HEW 
was pleased with the district's 
programs 
in 
these 
areas.

Service Commission to appoint 
its own director 
and

current acting director, Ruth 
Dawson was appointed by him 
at the commission's request 
following the resignation of Guy 
Rushin. 


According 
to 
state 
Civil 


Service statutes, Mrs. Dawson 
is not eligible for the direc- 
torship because she does not 
meet residency requirement, 
but Ballenger says he thinks he 
sees a way to circumvent this 
law to allow Mrs. Dawson to 
continue as practical, if not 
titular, director. 


THE PORTION of the civil 


service law incorporated in the 
city code says that civil service 
directors 
must 
meet 
all 


eligibility requirements that 
civil service commissioners are 


required to meet. 


Among those criteria, are the 


stipulations that they must be 
"resident citizens of the par- 
ticular city for which they are 
appointed, shall have resided in 
said city for a period of more 
than three years..."

Legislature meets changes in 
the penal code are usually made 
and his office must change the 
office forms to conform with the 
new ruling. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton asked 


the court to add $500 for school 
and training because several

deputies to fill. Certification 
classes at Navarro college will 
require $160 for two deputies to 
attend and $75 for room, board 
and tuition is required for 
breathalyzer school in Austin. 


SHELTON ALSO asked for 


$120 to purchase ammunition to 
be used in training. The court 
also agreed to adjust a line item 
in the sheriff's budget to add 
$500 for maintenance and repair 
of communication equipment.
